terroriat activity egainst Israel from 
their terrttory, Information Minister 
Abaron Yariv said yesterday.

Mr. -Yarivy expressed confidence 
that Israel would be able to block 
the efforts of the terrorists to ope- 
rate from Jordan. He believed the 
Jordanians coult be relied on to do 
what was necessary on their sie. 

Our military correspondent adds: 

Observers believe the terrorist at- 
tempts to strike δὲ Israel from Jor- 
dan reflect the difficulties they are 

experiencing in operating from 
Lebanon. To draw attention to their 
existence to back up their political 
campaign, the terror groups are 
desperately sesting other places to 
carry out rations. 

King Hussein's grip on potential 
terrorist elements in Jordan is be- 
fieved to be firm, and those respon- 
sthle for the recent incursions prob-

Nixon’s role in Watergate 


WASHINGTON (APi, Former 
President Richard M. Nixon is far- 
ing poorly with Congress, which has 
moved to cut his transition expenses 
and block the transfer of his official 
documents and tapes. 

And now Senators Edward W. 
Republican-Magsachusetts, 
and Waiter F. Mondale, Demcerat- 
Minnesota, sald on ‘Saturday that 
they will introduce a bil! directing 
Watergate special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski to conduct a special in- 
quiry into Nixon's role in Watergate 
and issue a public report of his 
findings. 

The inquiry would be in addition 
to the probe Jaworski is carrying 
out with the intention of progecuting 
Watergate figures. The inquiry would 
be aimed only at discovering and 
publicizing the facts. 

The Mondale-Brooke bill would 
aliow the special inguiry to proceed 
simultaneously with Jaworski’s pro- 
secutorial duties. 

The senators said they will pro- 
pose the special inquiry, with full 
authority to subpoena tapes, docu- 
ments and testimony, because they 
feel there ig no other way for the 
public to learn the full truth about 
Nixon and Watergate.

British farms 
DAR ES SALAAM (UPI). — The 
Tanzanian government yesterday 
announced plans to take over +i 
farms belonging to British citizens 
and British passport holders in the 
Arusha region of northern Tanzania, 

The announcement followed Fri- 
day's of a similar move involving 
ΑἹ =British-owned farms adjoining 
the Kilimanjaro region. 

Agriculture Minister Joseph Mun- 
gai said the move was not ἃ nation- 
alization but rather “fair buying 
out.” 

The takeover is being financed 
through British aid which also is 
being used to finance project-run 
farms. 

Mungai said evaluation of the 
farms would be carried out by the 
Tanzania government and indepen- 
dently by the British government. 
He told farmers to wind up their 
affairs between August and Sep- 
tember 1975. 

The British farmers who com- 
plained about low profits because of 
government regulations requiring 
them to sell crops to cooperatives 
at fixed prices had asked the gov- 
ernment to buy them out last year.

A total of 398 raiders have been 
reported killed since border guer- 
rilla action began in December 1972. 

In line with Rhodesian policy, the 
communique did not give any loca- 
tion for the clashes. The northeast 
area, most of which borders on 
Mozambique, has been the main 
scene of the incursions,

of dolphins in the Black Sea has 
multiplied five times — to £00,000

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CULINARY NOTES 


Bakala for Succot 


By HAIM SHAPIRO 


“I CAN'T speak to you now."’ my 
friend told me when I called her 
on the phone last Succot, “‘it’s our 
turn te use the building’s com- 
munal succah and we only have 45 
minutes.”" 


My friend lives in one of the 
many buildings in which the 
balconies are roofed over, making 
them unusable for a succah (at 
least part of the area above a suc- 
cah must be open). Others are 
more lucky, they live on the top 
floor or have a garden, or they live 
in one of the buildings in religious 
neighbourhoods where provision 
has been made for a succah for 
every flat. 


Wherever one celebrates the 
holiday, one is interested in ser- 
ving a dish that is festive and 
which will keep warm on the way 
to the succah. If it happens to be 
cheap and easy toe make, this is of 
course all the better. 


One of the less expensive items 
still around is frozen hake, known 
locally as bakala. When baked 
with a cheese sauce, it provides a 
very elegant main course. 


BUY the frozen bakala which is 
still on the bone but with the skin 
removed. There is no need to 
defrost the fish. Poach it by cover- 
ing it with half water and half 
wine to which salt, pepper, a bay 
leaf and an onion cut in quarters 
has been added. 


When the fish comes to the boil, 
lower the flame and simmer it for 
another 15 minutes. Meanwhile 
prepare a thick bechame! sauce 
by adding two tablespoons of flour 
to two tablespoons of melted 
butter or margarine. Stirring con- 
stantly over a low fire, slowly add 
about a cup and a half of milk. 
When it achieves a heavy pasty 
consistancy remove from the fire. 


After the fish has cooked for 15 
minutes, carefully remove it from 
the pot and place it in a baking 
pan or fireproof dish. If you are 
careful and use two large spoons, 
the fish should not break. If on the 
other hand, you are blessed with 
family or guests who fuss about 
fish bones, the fish meat may now 
easily be separated from the 
bones which are then discarded. 


Boil down the fish stock until 
you have a little over a cup of li- 
quid. Return the bechamel! sauce 
to the fire adding the fish stock. 
Stir over the heat until it becomes 
smooth. Remove from the heat, 
season with salt and pepper to 
taste and a little grated nutme:. 


Add to the sauce half a cup of 
grated cheese (parmegiano or 
any old yellow cheese you have 
around the house). Pour the sauce 
over the fish, cover lightly with 
breadcrumbs and bake in a 
medium oven for about 15 
minutes. If you like. you can 
brown it under the broiler for a 
few minutes at the end.
